Republicans and many Demo­ 
crats joined Tuesday Ui rebuf­ 
fing efforts by the Democratic 
leadership to have Powell seat­ 
ed as a member of the new Con­ 
gress while his qualifications 
are investigated. 


Report In S Weeks 


“It all depends on Adam," 
said a member. “If he gets to­ 
gether with the committee and 
is cooperative, he might get off 
with being censured. But I don’t 
expect him to be seated." 


Powell didn’t sound like a 
man interested in getting to­ 
gether with his House col­ 
leagues.

world," he told the crowd out­ 
side the Capitol, which closed in 
on him and held him tightly 
pressed in its midst. 


Powell urged them to stand 
black and solid against the 
white world.

“What they’re 
doing to me will mushroom 
from Watts to Harlem.”

Chief government prosecutor 
William O. Bittman charged in 
his opening statement Tuesday 
that Baker pocketed tgtt^sands 
of dollars from campaign con­ 
tributions destined for an undis­ 
closed number of senators. 


Bittman then began calling 
prosecution witnesses, question­ 
ing them closely about a maze 
of checks, accounts and who 
paid whom from which account. 


Before the trial recessed its 
second day, defense attorney 
Ittward Bennett Williams had 
wheeled a big white chalkboard 
into the courtroom and, with 
light blue chalk, began jotting 
down figures and adding them 
up. 


Baker, 38, has pleaded inno­ 
cent to charges of income tax 
evasion, larceny, larceny after 
trust, interstate transportation 
of stolen money and conspiracy. 
His trial is expected to last 
more than two months.

Congress Cool 
To Hike; Wants 
Budget Sliced 


WASHINGTON(/P)—President Johnson has asked 
Congress to increase taxes to help pay for the Vietnam 
war in which, “we face more cost, more loss, and more 
agony.” Congressional reaction to a tax boost is cool. 


After thundering approval Tuesday night for 
Johnson’s State of the Union declaration to “stand firm 
in Vietnam,” Republicans and many majority Demo­ 
crats said a domestic budget cutback—not a tax boost 
—is the wav to finance the fighting. 


Johnson proposed a 6 per cent surcharge on cor­ 
porate and most personal income taxes to last two 
years or longer unless war costs drop. Married couples 
with two children and incomes up to $5,000 yearly 
would be exempt, as would single persons with incomes 
up to $1,900. 


The President indicated he wants the increase 
effective next July 1. He said the plan would raise 
about $4.5 billion in its first year. 


His proposal would cost an extra 6 cents for each 
dollar paid in income taxes.

SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) 
—

plunged deep into the “Iron 
Triangle" from the east today 
and the Communist toll reported 
in the big American drive 
climbed to 165 dead. 


The four-day-old campaign to 
neutralize the jungled triangu­ 
lar area 20 to 30 miles north of 
Saigon was supported by anoth­ 
er raid at midday by B52 heavy 
bombers, the 11th since Opera­ 
tion Cedar Falls began. 


U.S. military spokesmen re­ 
ported frequent contact with 
small enemy groups but no 
large-scale engagement so far. 
They said the 60-square-mile 
area was pulverized by about 
400 U.S. tactical air strikes in 
the last four days in addition to 
the heavy B52 raids. 


Elsewhere, South Vietnamese 
military headquarters reported 
government forces killed 172

ments, four of them in the 
northern part of the country 318 
to 354 miles northeast cf Saigon.

Raise Benefits 
He won his greatest applause 
with a proposal to raise Social 
Security payments by 20 per 
cent, $4.1 billion in the year 
beginning July 1, 1968. This 
would come three months be­ 
fore the presidential election in 
which he is expected to be a 
candidate. 


Johnson proposed that mini­ 
mum benefits be raised from 
$44 to $70 a month and that any­ 
one with 25 years of coverage 
get at least $100 monthly. He 
suggested raising the limit on 
income retired workers can 
earn without losing Social Secu­ 
rity benefits. 


“Let us ensure that older 
A m e r i c a ns, and forgotten 
Americans, share in their na­ 
tion’s progress," he said. 


The increase would not affect 
the $135-billion spending budget 
he said he will submit for the 
year beginning next July 1. With 
receipts estimated at $126.9 bil­ 
lion, this would leave a deficit of 
$8.1 billion. That is below the 
$12.4 billion former President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower encoun­ 
tered one year. 


War On Crime 
Johnson’s listeners rattled the 
rafters of the packed House 
chamber after his promises to 
war on crime, ‘‘find a solution 
to fair housing" and streamline 
the draft. 


But silence greeted his pro­ 
posal to combine again the 
Commerce and Labor depart­ 
ments divorced in Woodrow Wil­ 
son’s era. 


Most Republican reaction was 
predictably critical. And there 
was outspoken Democratic criti­ 
cism of the President’s tax in­ 
crease proposal as well as some 
of his other spending programs.

Leader 
Gerald R. Ford said Johnson 
had "dropped into the lap of the 
90th Congress the fiscal mess he 
made in 1966." He said Johnson 
wants to spend "in the same 
tired way" despite rejection of 
this by the voters in the Novem­ 
ber elections.

Tax Jump To

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s request for a 6 
per cent tax increase, which 
undoubtedly 
surprised 
some 
economists, 1s designed not only 
to raise money for the Vietnam 
war but also to reduce Inflation­ 
ary strains. 


The Johnson administration 
came under strong pressure 
during the first part el 1986 to 
propose a tax increase as a 
hedge against inflation. But 
many economists have since 
chanted their minds Md ioiM 
now fear a tax boost might land 
to recession. 


Administration officials see 
the picture differently, however. 


“There are differences of 
opinion," one top administration 
source said when asked about 
the recession talk. "Our views 
on the economy are to expect a 
healthy advance." 


He said the instability of the 
economy feared by some econo­ 
mists is exaggerated. 


"A prudent tax increase of 
this sort is what is appropriate 
to prevent a too-rapid rise in the 
activity and prices we had last 
year," the source said. 


Congressional reaction to the 
proposed tax hike was less than 
enthusiastic, with a number of 
members saying expenditures 
should be trimmed first. 


Earlier, an informal poll of 
members of Congrss showed 
almost solid opposition had de­ 
veloped to a tax increase now. 
The Republican leadership is 
pledged to cuts in spending to 
"avert the threat of higher tax­ 
es." 


By proposing a July 1 effec­ 
tive date for the 6 per cent sur­ 
tax, Johnson gives himself and 
Congress another six months to 
watch the economy.

Drop-Out Study 
Shows 2( Quit 


A total of 26 students have 
left Escanaba Area high school 
since 
the beginning of 
the 
school year, Supt. Luther M. 
Barrett told the Board of Edu­ 
cation Tuesday night. 


The dropout rate, based on 
initial enrollment of 1,313 is 
less than two per cent, he said. 


Of the drop outa, Barrett 
said, all left voluntai'Uy and 
those who gave advance notice 
of leaving were contacted by 
guidance personnel in an ef­ 
fort to change their minds. 


Barrett pointed out, however, 
that once students reach a point 
of deciding to quit school minds 
are difficult to change. 


Of the 26 students who have 
left the Area High s<^kx>1, all 
but one were juniors and sen­ 
iors, he said. Six students (all 
girls) left to get married, one 
because of pregnancy, two en­ 
tered the Army and two the 
Job Corps. Remainder left be­ 
cause of general dissatisfaction 
with school and their progress. 


Barrett said that although the 
girls left to get married, there 
is no school policy prohibiting 
married students from attend­ 
ing classes. 


The first six months of Med­ 
icare, the federal Social Secur­ 
ity health program for the eld­ 
erly, have revealed that Delta 
County does not have adequate 
facilities for the nursing care 
of its aged persons. 


The Associated Press asked 
the Escanaba Daily, Press to 
make a survey of the^ local sit­ 
uation in Medicare after the 
first half year of the program, 
in the course 
of a 
Midwest 
study of the program. It start­ 
ed July 1 and provides hospital 
and nursing 
home 
care 
for 
persons 65 and older. 


Joseph Laskar, associate ad­ 
ministrator of St. Francis Hos­ 
pital here, said that the Third 
Order of St. Francis of Peoria, 
111., which owns and operates 
the local hospital 
and other 
hospitals in Marquette and Me­ 
nominee, is currently making a 
detailed 
study 
of 
Medicare 
services, 
but 
he 
furnished 
enough general information to 
meet AP’s request. 


Blue Croia la Charge 
Medicare in Michigan is pro­ 
cessed by Blue Cross, the offi­ 
cial intermediary and it was 
not geared up to handle the 
volume of 
record 
processing 
need when the program start­ 
ed, said Laskar. 
Payment of 
claims for services to Medicare 
patients by the local hospital 
have been slow, ranging from 
60 to 90 days delay or more, 
Stiid Laskar. 


The situation has improved, 
he said, in the 
last 
month. 
There is provision for the hos­ 
pital to ask advances 
where 
payments are delayed, but St. 
Francis Hospital has not done 
this yet, and it has not had 
to do any commercial borrow­ 
ing because of the Medicare 
delay in paying its bills. 


Need Nuraing Beds 
The condition 
is a general 
one in the nation. 


“Our 
biggest 
problem 
in 
Medicare,” said Laskar *‘is the 
medical patient who is ready 
to go home from the hospital 
and who has no place to go. 
Many are 80 or more and liv­ 
ing alone and 
there 
are no 
nursing home beds 
in Delta 


County for them to go to. The 
nursing homes are filled.’* 


“Our people estimate,’* said 
Laskar “that from 37 to 40 per 
cent of our patient load is from 
Medicare. We have 126 gener­ 
al adult patient 
beds 
in the 
hospital and they’re about fill­ 
ed. The only ones open today 
are in the obstetrics 
depart­ 
ment. On Monday we had to 
cancel elective surgery.” 


Laskar said that 
a 
lesser 
problem of Medicare is some 
beneficiaries’ 
lack of under­ 
standing that they cannot stay 
indefinitely in the hospital un­ 
der the program; that periods 
of payment are limited. 


The other major medical aid 
program — Medicaid — started 
hospital 
and 
nursing 
home 
services on Oct. 1 under a joint 
stale-federal program. It has 
not yet been a big supplier of 
hospital patients to St. Fran­ 
cis, said 
Laskar. 
The 
Delta 
County Social Welfare Depart­ 
ment processes patients under 
the Medicaid act.

Barrett told the board that

demands on the program.’* 
Landscaping Needed 


The Board suggested that 
perhaps th e money could be 
used for topsoil and landscap­ 
ing of the new schools, which 
was n o t included in general 
contract bids because of the de- 
■ii'« to hold prices, as low as 
possible. 


The $1,419,357 in expendi­ 
tures include $1,260,343 in con­ 
struction costs, $42,000 (esti­ 
mated) for property acquisi­ 
tion, $67,062 in architect fees, 
$46,400 for furnishings and $3,- 
852 for attorney fees. 


The building program in­ 
cludes new schools at Frank­ 
lin, Washington and Southside 
sdtes, a 10-room addition to the 
Lenuner school, a multi-pur­ 
pose room addition at WeUs and 
two classi'ooms and a multi­ 
purpose room at Soo Hill.

Creation of 67,00U acre Pic­ 
tured Rocks National Lake- 
ihore in Alger County between 
IVIunising 
:d Grand Marais 
was hailed in last fall’s election 
campaign as a political achieve­ 
ment. 


It is apt, in the judgment of 
history, 
to 
be

more 
significant as a product of co­ 
operation between government 
and private industry, than as 
simply the political creation of 
one more national park. 


David C. West, chief for­ 
ester of Cleveland Cliffs Iron 
Co., whose lands were most af­ 
fected by the park creation, 
told the recent meeting of 
Forum on Resources of Upper 
Michigan that CCI and the 
other industrial owners of land 
affected by the park creation 
can “live” with the plan which 
emerged from five years 
ne^oti: . ans. 


Industrial AUraeUon 
Not only was industrial log­ 
ging and sawmilling not push­ 
ed out of the park and the ad­ 
jacent area, but the final park 
program w ill encourage it and 
develop it as one of the most 
interesting things that visitors 
are apt to see in this setting 
of great natural beauty 
The final Congressional en­ 
actment of the park plan was 
such a happy reconciltog of the 
intereits ol. the public, of in­ 
dustry, of the National Park 
Service, U.S. Forest Service, 
Bureau of Outdoor Recreation 
and Biichigan Department of 
Conservation that FORUM ad­ 
dressed letters of appreciation 
to Senator Philip A. Hart and 
Interior 
l^cretary 
Stewart 
Udall. 


West told FORUM that when 
the Pictured Rocks Lakeshore 
was first proposed in 1961 the 
legislation aimed to take 67,- 
000 acres for just recreation, in- 
cludinf 25,700 acres of timber-

land owned by CCI. Of this, 
18,000 acres was hardwood saw- 
timber that was among the best 
owned by the company, and 
which contributed much of the 
base for perpetual supply of 
CCI’s Forest Center mill near 
Munising with its sawlog needs. 
Loss Minimised 
With negotiating on the park 
plan completed, instead of los­ 
ing 20 per cent of its hardwood 
sawtimber productivity, as pro­ 
posed in 1961, Cliffs faces a 
loss of only 3 to 5 per cent. 
And if the forest land exchange 
authorized in the park bill 
works out well for it, the loss 
to Cliffs could be reduced to 
nothing and w ill, at worst. 
West believes, not be over 5 
per cent. 


This was accomplished by 
modernizing the 
concept of 
what a national lakeshore park 
Q^jOf this type, placing , in public 
¡ownership and access some 
world-famed scenic treasures, 
should set up as land use 
policy. Instead of the original 
plan for “recreation only** on 
the 67,000 acres of federally- 
owned land, the final plan cre­ 
ated a park to two zones. 


The first tont along the 
south shore of Lake Superior 
w ill be for recreation only.. It 
contains all the shoreline, the 
Pictured Rocks, Grand Sable 
Dunes, Beaver Basin, Grand Sa­ 
ble Lake, Chapel Lake, Miner’s 
Falls and other outstanding 
natural beauty areas. The fed­ 
eral government w ill acquire 
this property completely. 


Buffer Zmie 
The second, or “buffer” zone 
to the south, toland, w ill be a 
multiple .use area in which the 
present owners like Cleveland 
Cliffs w ill retain ownership of 
their lands provided that they 
are improved properties and 
used for commercial purposes 
compatible with the purposes of 
the park. 


By this zoning CCI lost not 
18,000 acres of managed hard­ 
wood forest, but 8,000 acres, be­ 
cause 10,000 acres of its land 
was placed in the buffer zone. 


CCI reduced its wood source 
losses further by the act*s pro­ 
vision for land exchanges with 
the U.S. Forest Service and the

Michigan Department of Con­ 
servation to compensate it for 
the park acquisitions. 


Land Exettange 
Both the Forest Service and 
Conservation Department desire 
lands in the U.P. which pri­ 
vate owners have offered to sell 
them. Neither agency has the 
funds to buy them. The ex­ 
change w ill make use of this 
situation. The federal govern­ 
ment w ill buy Cliffs* 8,000 
acres of timberland in the rec­ 
reation zone of the park at 
market value and Cliffs w ill use 
this money to buy the private 
lands desired by the Forest 
Service and Conservation De­ 
partment. It w ill turn the lands 
over to these agencies and they 
w ill in turn give to Cliffs hard­ 
wood forest lands of equal 
value, replacing the acreage lost 
in creating the park. 


The Forest Service w ill pro­ 
vide 2,500 acres and the Con­

acres under the exchange plan, 
thus replacing 7,100 acres of 
the lost 8,000.

But Cliffs wUl also get per­ 
petual cutting rights on 600 
acres in the lakeshore zone, to 
help balance productivity.

It has been selectively cut 
twice, in 1950 and in 1963, and 
the residual stand has still 10 
to 15 thousand board feet per 
acre in vigorous toll trees of 
large diameter. 


“The real significance of this

ment. While the acreage is

Birthrate Fall 
Blamed On Pill 


TRENTON, N .J. (AP) - A 
Rutgers University sociologist 
says , oral contraceptives are 
contributing to New Jersey’s 
three-year decline in births. 


“ The pills have made it easier 
to control births and there are 
several million women in the 
country using them,** said Dr. 
Robert Gutman, professor of 
sociology and a population ana­ 
lyst at Rutgers. 


Gutman said he felt the fall­ 
ing birth rate was most pro­ 
nounced among Roman Catho­ 
lics, who he said were using the 
pills in greater numbers, and

The Beaver Islands in north­ 
ern Lake Michigan are includ­ 
ed in Area B, while Bois Blanc 
Island, a part of Mackinac 
County, is included in >Area D 
in the Lower Peninsula. Some 
relatively small portions of 
Areas A and B in which beaver 
are scarce are closed entirely 
to trapping. 


Last year 12,777 beaver and 
615 otter were taken by 2,222 
licensed trappers in the Upper 
Peninsula, which was consider­ 
ed a good h a rv ^ . 


Popvlatk« Same 


Beaver populations remain 
near 1965 levels throughout the 
Peninsula, biologists said. 


In formulating their recom- 


mendations, biologists empha­ 
sized the beaver’s role in creat­ 
ing waterfowl habitat and in 
helping

openings. 


“The well-recognized role of 
the beaver as a creator of wa­ 
terfowl 
habitat has become 
9ignificantly more important 
in recent drought years., when 
contiiiental duck populations 
have been depressed,” biolo­ 
gists said.

LANSING (AP)~If you drive 
around at night with a safe in 
the trunk of your car the police 
have a r i^ t to be suspickxis, 
the State Court of Appeals said 
Tuesday. 


The 
court 
added 
it 
was 
attempting to set guklellnes for 
Michigan’s policemen in the 
touchy area of search and sei­ 
zure without a warrant. 


A person can be searched and 
arrested without a warrant, the 
court sakl, if the police have 
probable cause to believe he has 
committed a crime. 


They have probable cause, it 
added, if “at that moment (of 
arrest) the facts and circum­ 
stances within their knowledge 
and of which they bad reason­ 
ably 
trustworthy 
informatton 
were sufficient to warrant a 
prudent man in believing that 
the petitkMier had committed or 
was committing an offense.” 


In the case before it, the court 
denied the appeal of convicted 
burglar Frank S. Wolfe. 


Wolfe and another man were 
seen in Battle C re ^ by a citizen 
as they tried to lift a saf« Into 
a car trunk about 5 a.m. Tlie 
citizen called police and Lt. 
Theral W. Smith arrested the 
two. 


Only after the arrests were 
made did officers receive a 
report that a safe had been 
stolen. 


Wolfe, convicted of breaking 
and entering in the nighttime, 
appealed, claiming the safe had 
been improperly seized by po­ 
lice and should not have been 
admitted as evkience in his 
trial. 


Said the court; 
“’Hie facts before us would 
lead a reasonable mind to the 
conclusion reached by officer 
Smith... 


“A safe being transported in 
a car trunk at 5 a.m., a tele­ 
phone call to the police station 
by a responsible citizen report­ 
ing seeing the safe being kwded, 
the dispatch of an officer to 
investigate, and the physical
